trict. 
His life wTas insured heavily 
and, according to county officials 
who participated in the grand jury 
healing, the 
supposedly 
wealthy 
man was deeply in debt because 
of dozens of fraudulent deeds an i 
notes, sold during the previous five 
veals wherever a buyer could be 
found. 
Mrs. Wilson was a witness be­ 
fore the grand jury, spending sev 
erl days identifying 
and 
list in 
the mass of notes, deeds and in 
Furance policies left by ber former 
employer. 
She w*as indicted on 
five counts, although it later was 
said bv members of the grand jury 
that thev had reconsidered the in 
dictment and desired that she be 
accorded clemency. 
Peltzer’s death has caused much 
litigation. 
Many 
suits 
now 
are 
pending, both here and in Missouri 
and Kansas brought by insurance 
companies, real estate concerns and 
private citizens, in the state and 
federal courts, in an effort to bring 
order out of the chaotic tangle of 
conflicting claims. 
Attorneys have 
said it probably would be years 
before the estate could be settled 
and the losses adjusted. 
Mrs. Wilson was indicted over 
a year ago, the only person against 
w'hom criminal proceedings have 
been brought in connection with 
the wide-spread activities of Pelt 
zer and his investment company.

police department’s interpretation 
of Bernard VV. Lewis* suicide as a 
confession of guilt” seems to be up­ 
set by ibe letter of the self-slain 
Pittsburgh man, showing he con 
tem plated ending his life almost 
two weeks before 
Maizie 
Agnes 
Colbert was murdered. 
This and the Insistence of tho 
murdered young woman’s 
father, 
that Lewis was not the murderer 
of his daughter, may lead to a new 
investigation, or at least to a defin 
ite statement of all the facts upon 
which the police based their con 
elusion that the suicide was the 
slayer of the model. 
Apart from close friends of Lew­ 
is and the relatives of the slain 
model, there is no attempt to parry 
the declaration of Detective Capt. 
James Tate and District Attorney 
Samuel P. Rotan, that the Pitts­ 
burgh man was the actual slayer 
But even in the detective depart­ 
ment it is held that the evidence 
representing the case against Lew­ 
is is faulty. 
The letter, which asks his friends 
to look after his wife and daugh 
ter, and supports the 
theory 
of 
Lewis’ friends that he w'as not the 
murderer, was 
made 
public 
by 
Jam es S McFadyan, general man 
ager of the Pittsburgh Union Stock 
Yards, who wTas an associate of the 
Pittsburgh man. 
He is firmly convinced that when 
Lewis killed himself he was ful 
filling the threat made in a letter 
and that his act was in no way 
influenced by fear of arrest as tile 
slaver*of the model. 
An independent investigation of 
the murder of Miss Colbert has 
been started by Wenman A. Lewis, 
wealthy retired coal operator, and 
father of the suicide. 
He has en­ 
gaged 
a big 
private 
detective 
agency to make the inquiry, and 
it is said that be has declared he 
will spend his entire 
fortune 
if 
necessary to clear his son’s name^ 
It is the contention 
of 
Lewis’ 
friends that the real murderer of 
Miss Colbert is a man of great 
wealth and political influence, and 
that Lewis* 
self-destruction 
was 
seized upon to shield the guilty 
person
